Judea means a territory or countrye There is always à 
center or pivotal place in a country or territory. For example: 
Upper and Lower Egypte The human body was likened to Upper and 
Lower Egypt, the pyramids of Cheops were built on the exact line 
dividing Upper and Lower Zgypte 

The prophet Isaiah said: "I will build an altar IN Egypt

Commentary; The use of the expression "pibantan", 1.e., the 
two drinkers or enjoyers, may here give rise to misunderstanding, 
and it is, therefore, well to explain that the two enjoyers are 
the two aspects of lind which are "as light and shadow to one 
another". In the Vedantic conception of the human principle of 
Lind (liAN--to think, LANAS--the thinker), the sphere of conscious- 
ness is said to be related to the phenomenal world below, ise., 
the world of shadows, and the noumenal world above, or Vorld of 
Lichte The correspondences show the Higher Self (3uddhi) as the 
Charioteer, following the illustration given by Krishna to Ar- 
juna in that section of the IAHASHARATA called SHAGAVAD GITA; the 
Nanas, or lower aspect of the Self, is the guiding principle of 
thought by which the driver directs and controls the senses thru 
the passions and emotionse The faculty of enjoyment 1s attributed 
neither to the senses nor to the lower aspect of lind, but to the 
copniser of the senses, tees, 3uddhi, the imperishable Self, 

Thus we see liind in its dual aspect as related to Spirit on 
the one hand and to Ilatter on the other. ‘The senses are the 
causes of delusion, the passions those of paine Only when direct- 
ed by the Charioteer are the senses to be trusted, and the means 
of this control is ilanas, the rational principle. They are then 
made to serve the will and purpose of the ovmer of the chariot, 
and are likened to horses that have been trainede 

It is worthy of note in this place that the kabalists of the 
Hebrew school of thought appear to have adopted this illustration 
and to have transmitted it to the Greeksa They called the body 
of man Nercabah, the chariot of the Soul, and the whole story of 
man's struggle with the lower passions and his final victory over 
them is told in bas-relief on the frieze of the Parthenon at

It {pears from the Gupta Vidya, or esoteric doctrine of

The Buddhic principle is the seat of intuition and spirit- 
ual conception, and, finally the ATIA is the source of all being, 
the light vhich, reflected in the different planes of matter, 
appears as various forms of consciousness.

GOAT LK more notes on a very 
healthful subject by KIB 


Some authorities on the subject of nutrition writing for 
DAIRY GOAT JOURNAL, of sone years back, have the following to 
say on Goat liilke 

Lord Playfair, noted English physician, attributes the in~ 
crease of consumption in children to the use of tuberculous cow 
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milk, and to make matters worse, a cow may be suffering from the 
malady in its earlier states without the disease being detected, 
according to the BRITISH MEDICAL JOURNAL. 

The late Sir William Broadbent, in an address on "Prevent- 
ion of Consumption and Other Forms of Tuberculosis," delivered 
at the Technical College, Huddersfield, =ngland, made allusion 
to this fact in the following sentence: "It is interesting to 
note that asses and goats do not suffer from tuberculosis, and 
- to bear in mind that the shrewd physicians of past days used 
to order asses’ and goats' milk for persons threatened with 
consumption." 

Dre Pol Deliade, Director of the Sanatorium at Helbert, Bel- 
gium, in a paper read at the First National Congress for the 
Improvement of the Goat, said, in comparing the milk of the goat 
with that of the cow, in this particular: "(1) There are in Bel- 
gium at the present time 300,000 milch goats and 900,000 miich 
cows; (2) Anongst these 300,000 goats there 1s probably not one 
affected with tuberculosis, whilst among the cows, according to 
whether the estimate be made by an optimist or a pessimist, there 
might be anything between 50 per cent and 75 per cent of animals 
suffering, fror or showing signs of this disease; (3) The goat is 
almost immune from tuberculosis, whilst the cow never is." 

lie llathis, professor in the Veterinary College at Lyons, 
France, and lie Coquet, inspector of meats in the slaughter hous- 
es of Lyon=Veise, France, and many others, agree in the evidence 
they give as to the extremeiy rare instances in which tuberculos= 
is has been discovered in the carcasses of goats, for there 
goats' flesh is largely consumed as well as Goat milke 

lie Provent, veterinary surgeon at Fontaine~sur~Saone, 
wrote: "I have never met with a case of tuberculosis amongst 
the goats of ifont d'Or during the whole of my 24 years of pract- 
ice in that regione" 

The researches of Dre Barbellion of Paris, on the digestib- 
ility of goat milk compared with cow milk, reference to which 
was made at the International Congress of Iedicine in that city, 
explain the reasons why the former is more digestible than the 
latter: According to the results of experiments made, it wag 
ascertained (1) that the curd of cows! milk forms a dense, ad- 
hering mass, which, by agitation, separates into clots that are 
but slightly soluble. The curd of goat milk, on the other hand, 
forms into very small, light flakes, which are soft, very fri- 
able, and very soluble, like those in the milk of the ass and 
in human milke (2) The curd in both human milk and in that of 
the goat after agitation, is precipitated very slowly and in- 
completely, while the curd of cows' milk is precipitated very 
rapidly and very completelye (3) Submitted to the action of 
digestive ferments, human milk and the milks of the ass and the 
coat were digested completely in 20 hours, whilst the same pro- 
cess eapolicd to cows' milk showed only a very slight advance 
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after 60 hourse ,(4) The milk of the goat approximates more in 
its composition and Steasii bility to human milk than that of any 
other animale : 

Dra Àu ustus Voelcker, the well-known TAR of the Roy- 
+, Bk Agricultural Society of England, some years ago explained the 
‘comparative digestibility of goat milk in the course of hig re- 
port upon some Goat ailk he had been analysing. "The cream 

Globules in Goat milk," he remarked, "are smaller than in cows! 
milk, and as the milk is more concentrated than cows! milk, the 
cream globules are contained in goat milk in a more perfect 
state of emulsion than in cows' milk, in consequence of which 
hardly any cream rises to the surface on allowing goat milk to 
stand at rest for 12 hours or longer». One of the samples threw 
up- scarcely 1 per cent of cream, and the ane others none at all, 
on standing for 24 hourse" 


In order to dsatroy, in cows' milk any possible germs like- 
ly to generate disease in the human organism it has- been the 
practice of late years to sterilize it, in hich condition it 
becomes a congealed, defunct liquide D'=scherisch, who has 
studied comparatively milk fresh and sterilized, has show that 
milk is not merely a nutritive liquid, but is endowed with a 
biological activity upon the digestion, absorption, and assim- 
ilation of its component partse "Lilk", he says, "contains sub- 
stances in the nature of ferments of a varying solubility accord- 
ing to the class of animale These ferments, necessary to digest- 
jon, are destroyed by sterilizatione Thys it is that vigorous 
children with a well-formed digestive canal, and which is well 
furnished with digestive rerments and assimilatozs, are able to 
push to thrive on sterilized milk, but, on the other hand, 
children that are delicate have need of the ferments contained 
in rav milk and are quite incapable cf digesting milk rendered 
inert by sterilization."...«sfrom 500K OF . THE GOAT, H.»S.Holmes

There is recorded a picture of a half-length painted man 
holding a mantle arched above his heade EeQeVisconti proposed 
to name him "le Ciel", 1eee, Coelus, the Latin rendering of the 
Greek OURANCS, The Roman writers, from Ennius downwards, make 
Coelus first the grandfather and then the father of JUPITER, 
and Oriental, esvecially Syrian, worshippers, identified him 
with JUPITER himselfe Hence the mantle (blue) on the column of 
Trajan on Jupitere This desin influenced both Raphael and lii- 


chaelanseloe 


Richard Svehla, Phoenix 300k Store, Cleveland, Chio, to whom the 
Gentle Reader is referred for particulars on this exciting sys- 
tem of astrological exactitude, has JUPITER ag the "ruler" of 
Aquarius,--note above refe to OURAIIOS as JUPITER in the myth, and 
also see the references in THE GOLDEN FLEECE to follow in OPEN 
SESA.E, in which Jupiter's power in AQUARIUS is shown, also note 
the attribution of JUPITER PLUVIUS, the "rain-maker", as Aquarius

Orphic Cosmogony: The originel rulers of "snowy Olympos", 
were Ophion and the Oceanid Eurynome; the former gave place to 
Kronos, the latter to thea, “ho, in turn, were eclipsed by 
Zeuse 

Albrecht Dieterich sought to prove that the worship of the 
Olymians was shaken, if not overthrow, by the combined attack 
of three great movementse The first was what he terms a revol- 
ution from above--the rationalism of Greek philosophical thot, 
originating, in a higher strata of society by a Thales here, a 
Kritias there, and gradually working: its way dovmwardg thru the 
masses; the second was a revolution from underneath--the spirit- 
ual unrest and upheaval of the lower orders, ‘hich found express- 
ion in many an upward yeast, the passionate cult of Dionysos 
with its rites of death and rebirth, the pure precepts of Or- 
pheus bringin hopes of a bri¿ht hereafter; the Pythagorean prop- 
asanda eager to explain the true course of human life, the sac- 
rauent and mysteries claiming to suard men's souls thru the 
grave itself; thirdly, there was the revolution from without-- 
the influx of foreign faiths from Egypt, Syria, Asia Uinor, 
Persia,--which in bewildering; succession poured into the ledit- 
erranean area till !ithraism, modified into the solar monotheism 
of Aurelian, seemed to merge 211 other creeds into that of Sol 
Invictus, "the unconquered Swi". These were indeed Titanic 
forcese But Zeus, who had vanquished the Titans, somehow man- 
azed to hold his orme 

But OrpheoDionysiac contacts vere still there, If Orpheus 
wags priest of Dionysos and Dionysos was son of Zeus, "a modus 
vivendi" was, after all, not impossible. 

In the attacks and counterattacks of "pagans" and "Christe 
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ians", the sword of the Spirit was deserted for the old argument, 
altercation and abuse methode In the fourth century the persist- 


ent gods and demisods were substituted for with Christian 
saintse iian instead of odse 


Ste (h) Elias or Helios, fact expressly noted by Sedulius, 
a Christian poet writing circa 430 AeDe (probably due to specula- 
tion on his own name Sed-ulius?)e Chrysostom thot in the second 
century that the poets and painters had borrowed their concep- 
tion of Helios! car from the scriptural account of the prophet 
pDliase 

The Emperor Julian, a neo=Platonist of the Syrian School, 
wrote his remarkable oration in praise of the Sovereign Sun for 
the Satumalia of S61 AeD. He notes that the Cypriote priests 
had common altars and common precincts for the Sun and for Zeus; 
nay more, that Apollon himself had declared--"Zeus, Hades, Helios, 
Serapis--once" 

Serapis or Sarapis: This Deity was regarded by =gyptians 
of the Ptolemaic period as the Apis of Osiris (Asar-Hapi), a 
human mummy with a bull's head and the sun's disc between his 
hornse The Greeks conceived him as a chthonian Zeus and indicate 
ed his solar powers by means of a rayed crovne 

Serapis was originally the Sabylonian god EA, whose cult- 
title Sareapsi, "king of the Ocean, king of the Deep Sea" became 
by a series of normal changes, sai-apsi, sar-aps, sar-ap's, ser- 
apis, Serapise Serapis is first mentioned in connection with 
Babylone Their ancient cult at Sinope may Go back to an early 
Assyrian occupation of the towne sis worship was introduced 
into Egypt by Potolemy i Soter, who deliberately identified him 
with Osiris-Apise This arrangement of the facts explains inter 
alia the relation of Seranis to IAO, whose name is the final 
form of the Savylonian =A (ZAU or Eau, later Iau).

We have just heard read from the Nirtan a very snspired 
poetical expression of the beauties of Truthe This day is a 
festival in celebration of the Resurrection and the resurrection 
that 1s meant is the resurrection of Truth, the awakening of 
Truth in the heart of the individual and in the hearts of man- 
kind. That 1s the resurrectione Jesus Christ, who is the 5e- 
loved, and has been the Beloved Saviour of millions of people 
had attained to this realization of Truthe He was resurrected 
from the dead, which is the tomo of the soul in manifestatione 
The soul of Christ was resurreated and in this resurrection He 
had entered into the Oneness with all life and all beings, so that 
He entered in consciousness into our very soulse He entered into 
the spiritual life of all beings,--past, present and futuree 
That is why Christ is always with use He is in use ‘le are of 
Him and He is of use That is the greatest beauty of Truth, that 
we are One, that we are not separate; although we feel that we 
are, in reality we are not, and Truth is Reality. 

Truth is most difficult of comprehension because there is 
nothing with which you can compare the Truth. Ilost anything 
else that one can think of in his mind, he can think of an op- 
posite or he can think of a part; he can divide it into parts and 
he can compare the parts with one another, or he can compare a 
part with the whole, but you cannot divide the Truthe The Truth 
is One» That is why the mind of man is not competent to grasp 
the Truthe Neither is the language of man sufficient to explain 
the Truthe But just the same one can approach the Truth thru 
his understanding of the Beauty of Truth, expressed in many ways 
in lifee That is the key to the knowledge of Truth. If one can 
awaken in his heart an appreciation of beauty expressed in all 
directions of life, he has the key which will enable him to un- 
lock the door to the realization of Truth. 

So we .can see in this way many things in life that are ex- 
pressions of the Beauty of Truth. For instance, this wonderful 
idea of resurrection which is so appropriate to this day can be 
observed in nature, because Easter as a festival of resurrection 
is an idea not original with the Christian faiths It is only a 
continuation of a similar idea which had existed for a long while 
before, a festival which was held in honor, held to celebrate

health is improved; the mind is illuminated; the heart is awak- 
ened and the personality of the being is increased a hundred-

It is as natural for human beings to seek after a 
greater life and a fuller expression of life as it is to breathe

will. serve to suggest to the mind or heart a higher ideal to lift 
one up out of the dullness and the darkness of the lack of spir- 
itual consciousness which will enable man to become human, which 
will enable him to become diviney-»all of that is valuable. It 
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is dacred; it is in this that we ill find the meaning and the 
purpose of religion, a teaching, a process, a way of bringing man 
closer to the realization of Truth which 1s the Reality, that 
which never changes, that which is never bom and that which 
never diese 
All the external aspects of life, however beautiful they 
may be, are only passing thingse It is here today and gone to- 
morrowe It is beautiful while it lasts, no doubt, but it is 
only an expression; it is something passing; but Truth is ever 
lasting and Truth is within us that we may realize it and enter 
into the life eternal which never diese That is the ultimate aim 
and end of all spiritual teaching, and Truth is not such a for- 
eign, strange things Truth is ever-present. Truth is all-per- 
vadinge There is not any single atom in this whole universe that 
exists apart from Truth, as small as an atom is, and if you äi- 
vide the atom into electrons or any other number of divisions, it 
will always be the samee There is no particle which the mind of 
men can grasp in his comprehension that is not existing in Truth. 
The difficulty is with our limited human mind, that we try 
to measure the Truth in the terms which we can comprehende The 
Truth is immeasurable; it cannot be reached by mind, and why not? 
Because i.ind is only a portion of the whole Reality of Being. If 
mind was all there is, then mind could grasp and contain the 
Truth, but it can only contain a portion of the Truth. A great 
a mind can contain a great portion of the Truth; a little mind can 
contain only a drope It is all Truthe If you take a little cup 
and walk to the ocean and dip in the ocean a cup-full of water, 
the water in the cup is the same as that in the ocean, but is’ 
there any comparison between water in the cup and the water in 
the ocean,-~although it is the same water? 

So it is with the mind of mane ihat it can grasp and ac- 
commodate is‘only a cup-ful of Truth and when man makes the 
mistake of taking a little of the Truth in the cup of his mind 
and saying: "This is the whole Truths Here you aree I will 
show you the Truth", and he shows them the cup which he has, cone 
taining a little bit of the Truth, ard anything which exists is 
existing outside of that cup 1s not Truth. What a mistake; what 
a tragedy that this has been a habit of human beings dow thru 
the ages, due to this because if only they would awaken to real- 
ize the unlimitedness of Truth and that this little truth they 
have got hold of in their minds is just a guiding light, just a 
ray of light which will guide them to the whole Truth,--if they 
will follow it, and innumerable beings may also have a little 
ray of Truth, and if they will follow that ray of Truth, no mat- 
ter who they are or vhere they are, they will be led to the one 
Truth which is beyond their comprehension. 

It has been beautifully expressed somewhere that if the sun 
were shining always and there was never any cloud to obscure the 
sun we would never know that this light which we call daylight 
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came from the sune Just think of thats If the sun were always 
standing there in the sky, shining, and never was obscured from 
the sight of man, he would not know that the light which sur- 
rounds him here was because of the sun and that is man's posi- 
tion with regard to the Truth, exactlye The Truth is so ever- 
present and all-pervading that he cannot find it; he cannot see 
it; he cannot perceive it; he cannot grasp ite But he can real- 
ize it and the way he will realize the Truth is through losing 
himselfe That is the meaning of self-sacrificee That is the 
meaning of the allegory of Jesus that He gave His life that we 
might livee Ee died to all the external consciousness and en- 
tered into the one consciousness of all and in so doing He en- 
tered into us and to the degree that we realize this, we will be- 
come one with Him and becoming one with Hin, we have entered into 
union with God; we have realized the Truthe 
It is the aim and the purpose and longing of the soul to 

accomplish thise In the accomplighment of it, the individual ate 
tains to the supreme satisfaction of all desires, the supreme 
satisfaction of peace, the supreme satisfaction of happiness, 
the supreme satisfaction of joy and of wisdom and of understand- 
ing and of sympathy and of the experience of harmony and beauty 
in all directions of lifee There isn't anything which is desir-

Many do 
believe (that are strangers to the Art) that if they should en- 
Joy it, they would do such and such things; so also even we did 
formerly believe, but being grown more wary, by the hazard we)! 
have run, we have chosen a more secret Method. For whosoever 
hath once escaped the eminent perils of his Life, he will (be. 
lieve me) become more wise for the time to come. '¢tTis a Pro- 
verb, BATCHZELORS WIVES AND MAIDS CHILDRZ] ARE WELL CLOATHED OR 
NOURI SHED, I have found the World placed in a most wicked post. 
ure, so that there is scarce a Man found, whatsoever Face he 
bears of Honesty, and howsoever he seems to heed public’ things, 
That doth not propound unto himself, some private, base, and un. 
worthy end. Nor is any mortal Man able to effect any thing. 
alone, no not in the works of Mercy, except he would run the 
hazard of his Head; which myself have of late experienced, in 
some strange or foreign placeS’, where I have administered the 
Medicine to some ready to dye, Gistressed and afflicted with the 
miseries of the Body: and they havlng recovered miraculously, 
there hath presently been a rumour spread of the ZLIATR of the

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lovth, and deservedly detest this Idolizing of Gold ond Sil- 
ver, by the price whereof the pomp and vanities of the “Jorld 
are celebrated. Ah filthy Evill Ah vain Nothingness! Be- 
lieve ye that I conceal these things out of envy? No verily, 
for I protest to thee I grieve from the very bottom of my 
Soul, that we are driven as it were like Vagabonds from the 
Face of the Lord throughout the earth.

It has, therefore, fellen to the lot of modern agf 
determine the sign of the zodiac having familiani ae 
In regard to the United States, there cre two ne 
ation to be followed to this end. 1.--ny obsesi 
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of the major planets through the various signs of the zodiac at 
the periods of the various important events in the several States. 
2.--5y noting the moment at which the Declaration of Independence 
was proclaimed, and that of the signing of the Treaty of Peace 
between the United States and Great Britain, and casting the hdéro- 
scope for either of those moments if they were recorded. Then, 

if we find that one particular sign ascends at both epochs, and if 
the subsequent transits of the planets over the ascending and cul- 
minagting degrees harmonise with the nature of the events synchron- 
ising therewith, we shall be enabled to form a pretty safe conclu- 
sion as to the ruling sign of the United States. 

The late Comander Morrison, Reile, always believed GEMINI to 
be the ruling sign of the United States. It is a remarkable fact 
that the Var of Independence and the great Civil ‘lar coincided 
with the passage of Herschel through GlINI, thé period óf that 
planet (ieee, its siderenl revolution) being 50, 687 days, ora 
little nore snan, 84 years. 

In Bancroft's "History of the United States", it‘is stated 
that:-- "In the evening of thé 4th day of July, 1776, New York 
still abstaining from the Vote, twelve States, without one nega- 
tive, agreed to this Declaration by the Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled."

(Uranus of Herschel ap-' 
pears far off from its usual placement for July 4, 1776 in this, 
"Another statement", which unfortunately Pearce does not further’ 
describe.,..H=3) Peace was signed on the 50th of November, 1782, 
but we have not found any recor ad of the moment at which it was 
signed, £ ; ` t 
On the 20th of’December, 1860, nt 1 h. 15 me DeM., at Colum- 
bia, South Carolina, the secession of the Southern States vas de- 
clare; the ReA. of the ii.Ce being 2890121, 16 Capricorn 55 cul- 
minating, and 27 Aries 32 ascending, Uranus was in Gemini 9° 
1?! retrograde, and in quartile aspect with Saturn in Virgo 
90 32! retrograde. On the lOth of April, 1865, when General Lee 
surrendered to General Grant, with the army of’Virginhia, and so 
ended the Civil Wer, Saturn was in 27 Libra 27, 1.e., in oppositi-. 
on to the ascendant at the Declaration of Jecession. 

The Civil ar comuented on the 12th of Avril, 1861, when 
Uranus was in 9 Gemini 25, and liars was in 6° 6! of the sane 
sign. 

It is remarkable that the first settlement within the limits 


of the United States was made by the Snglish in Virginia, in the 


year 1607, when Uranus was in the sign Gemini. 
It is evident that. the sign Gemini has familiarity with 


North America; and the first decanete of Pisces is the ascendant 
of the United States. ilow that Neptune is in 7 of Gemini, a cris- 
is arises in connection with the Behring Sea Question. 
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CSPLIN AID VALLINSTZI: In’ "The Threc Cities in Russin," by Ce 
Piozcl Suyth, FAR.SeLe & Ip, Astronomer-Royal for Scotlend, there 
is "An account of the intercourse of the great Kepler "ith the 
no less remarkable Genius ‘fallenstein, Duke of Friedland. The 
latter's carcer, judged from actual fact, was frequently in vond- 
erful confirmation of astrological predictions; his horoscone had 
proved true, however those of’ smaller mortals may have failed.

The foregoing is written >y a prominent astronomer, and it’ 
forms pretty safe evidence of a good deal of truth in astrology, 
end of its usefulness in the hands of a clever man such as Kepler 
WaSe 

Some modern writers on astronomy have insinuated that the 
really great Kepler did not believe in astrology himself although 
he pursued it? Blake, in his "Astronomical i:yths," makes the dis- 
creditable insinuation that Kepler--whose honesty and integrity 
Prof. Max iller vouches for--only practised astrology from neces- 
sity--"making almanacks and drawing horoscopes that he might live."

TES SUPHRAYSA! HALES OF Tis SIGIS OF THE ZODIAC. “r.e Robert Brom, 
Junre FeSeAe, hos renvinted from the "Proceedings of the Society 
of Biblical Archoeology," March, 1891, some very erudite remarks 
of his own’on "The Euphratean Astronomical Names of the Signs of 
the Zodiac," from which we take the following extracts:-- 

"Je know that the stars were figuratively regarded by the 
Sumero Akkadai as a theavenly flocks! a simile which is even found 
as late as the so-called CHALDOZAi] ORACLES. Of this heavenly 
flock--these "herds'; the seven Planets were naturally the protag- 
onists, and, as such, were pre-eminently the LUBAT ('0ld Sheep'). 
Thus we find: 'The-Hoon and the-Sun, the liessenger-of-the-Rising- 
Sun, the Star-the-Ancient-Proclaimer, The Star Old-Sheen (i.e.) 
the-star-the Eldest, the Old-Sheep-of~the-furrow-of-heaven. The 
Star Death-in-heaven, the 7 Old Sheen-stars (are they). 

The seven 'Old Sheen! are thus the Moon, the Sun; the Iiess- 
enfer-of-the-Rising-Sun, i.e., iiercury; the’ Ancient-Proclainer, 
i.e., Venus; the Old-Sheep-the-Zldest, i.e., Saturn, as having gone 
out farthest into the abyss of heaven; the Old-Sheep-of-the-furrow- 
of-heaven, i.e., Jupiter, as nearest to the ecliptic; and, lastly, 
the ill-omened planet ilarse The sun was thus symbolically regard- 
ed as a Ram, and, as observation of the Sun’must necessarily have 
long preceded any classification of planets, it is only reasonable 
to sunpose thet this is a very archaic idea. And such a sunposi- 
tion is tonverted into a certainty when we find the Solar Ram alike 
in Doypt, Hellas, and India. In Egypt the Ram-Sun is, 


'The brilliant One who shines in the waters of the inunda- 
tion, 

He who enters and comes forth continually from the highly 
mysterious caverns 

He who fraises his head ond lifts his forehead, 

The AMi, the greatest of the creatures,! 


"It is this Rem-Sun, the Da:m-proclaimer, who emerging from 
the undervorld 'vaises’his head and lifts his forehead,! 'thrusts 
forth his golcen horns,! and butts triumphantly against the dark- 
ness which he puts to flight. ‘Jith’the Zeyotian solar Ram may be 
compared the Aryan gold-fleeced Ram, on which Phrixos in the myth 
escaped to the far Zast, and which in Greek legend was actually 
identified with ARIZs, Similarly the Solar Indra is styled 
'The Ram irradiating the firmament,' la very celebrated heroit
